NATURE SERIES. 
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Ons is often in- 
clined to suppose that 
individual creatures of 
different varieties do 
think or reason, But 
if you look closely into 
any apparent process 
of reasoning you will 
probably come to the 
conel that at most 
it is eub-conscious. 

In other words, 
creatures are not 
cognisant of the why 
and wherefore of facts; 
they may in occasional 
instances arrive ut the 
obvious result; but they fail, generally, to make the 
simplest deduction. 

Dogs and horses most nearly approach the brink 
of cmnected and deductive though ; personally, I 
have a high opinion in this respect of cats among 
domestic creatures, and foxes and rats among wild. 

Cunning of a high order you may witness in & 
creature; that cunning in result may be often smarter 
than the outcome of conscious reasoning. 

Here is an instance which I frequently eee. An 
experienced cock pheasant flies out of a wood straight 
for an inexperienced sportsman making a deal cf noise 
with his gun. On extching sight of him, the bird 
swerves off to a respertiul distance, but in so doing 
brings himself within casy range of another sportsman. 

Now, sccing that the pheasant deliberately avoided 
No. 1 by flying fifty or sixty yards to the left or 
right--why could he not have avoided both by simply 
flying higher? 

Because he possessed not the gift of thinking, reason- 
ing, or deduction—call it what you will—of the oon- 
scious type possessed by men exclusive of idiots.

That necessity is the mother of invention (which 
is productive thought) is a generally accepted axiom. 
Int when you sxe a horse in a field, from which it 
hadly wzants to escape, you ean scarvely credit that 
herso--thengh it may be ever so clever a jumper in 
the hunting-field—with thinking when he gailops 
round and round the inside of a low fence without 
any effort at the obvious solution to his didiculty. 

Surcly— if he thonght at. all—he would at once have 
pumped over the fence, perhaps but half the height 
of these he jumps by the dozen when hunting. 

In the matter of cunning, rabbits are not by any 
means the innocent creatures they are often ccnsidered 
tu be; they, like rats, soon learn to avoid traps and 
enares. Where trapping has been much persevered 
with, a rabbit will stay and starve for a week inside 
a trapped burrow. If it tiought, it could casily 
scratch its way out safely. 

I once saw a rabbit quictly approach a net over 
the hole it had been driven to by a ferret, and then, 
with the utmost composure, cut a mesh with its teeth 
and hop through the aperture. 

Thonzh it looked like it, this act was not the result 
of thought for a means to an end—just the usual 
instinctive method of dealing with brambles which 
lar its path.
